It vat on thin occaelon that d'Alquen pained none note* on PW to 
Hr. Horgan. these were turned over to CIA. 

3. Hr. Morgan 1 a comments on d'Alquen: 

a. Subject vae extremely active and had an Important 
role In P V activities for^rfpsany during VW II. 

He ie euppoied to have beo^t/uoebbel' e "right hand" 
man. 



b. Ee ie very polished, an Immaculate dreiser, cruet be 
about 45 year* of age but appears to be 35 or 36. 

He ie married and "baa eoveral chtldren. 

c. Subject exhibited an extremely quick and facile 
mind plue an intense enthusiasm for ?V work. Hie 
apparent desire Is to become associated with the 
.Americans so that hie experiences and talent* may 
be utilised. 

d. He was recently brought over to the (J-S, by the De- 
partment of Just ice 'to testify before American courts 
in cases involving Americana charged with treason. 

e. Ho ie apparently wall versed in Gernon and Russian 
' psychology. 

f. Hie English 1* excellent. 
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g. Subject is extremely rationalistic but seeme to 

give the Impression that he Is pragmatic enough j 
to realise that Gormany will faro bettor by ' 

collaborating with tho U.S. He 1* known to have 
| admitted thin to several Americana, 

h. Subject waa very critical of the preaent American 
propaganda broadcasts. A number of American aourcet 
claim that d'Alquen la Justified In saying that the 
Voice of America broadcasts emanating from somewhere 
In Germany were ludicrous. 

4. Hr. Morgan waa told that the Soviet* were extremely anxloue 
to get bold of d'Alquen. Ho reaaon for thla waa given. The CIO 
w«i extremely secretive about d'Alquen, talcing every poaslble 
measure to aafeguard hla Identity. 

5. Conversations with Col. Coleman and others plua hla per— 

aonalycontaot with the aubjeet baa convinced Hr. Morgan that / 

d'Alquen would be definitely worth utilising. He can be of In- ' 
estimable value In PV activities,- especially to counter Soviet 
Influence In tho Eastern Zone of Germany. 

j 5. Hr. Morgan feele that d'Alquen la "too big" for CIC to 

• - handle and ehould be utilised by an organisation Ilk* CIA. 

7. Mr. Horgen atrocgly recommend' contacting d'Alquen 
and feels that not to do so would la wasting a source of extremely 
able talent willing and eager to work for our Interests.
